nature. It is an animal about two
and a half feet hi-- h. The body and
tail taken together meagre about
seven feet m length. The tail is

appearance the bushy tail may be
likened to a clump of ornamental
pTass. The head is very nall, but
it is prolonged into a a foot
or more in length. The mouth is at
the extremity of this snout.

The ant eaters belong to that
group of the animal kingdom known
as tne edentates, a class usually
toothless. If they have any teeth
at all, they are very few in number,
of a rudimentary or simple form,
in the back of the head. They

in this respect birds, and
they furthermore bear a resemblance
to the bird creation in the posses-

sion of muscular, gizzard-lik- e stom-

achs. One feature of the edentates
is that they all have some peculiarity
In the covering of the body. The
armadillo, for instance, has a shell
of artnor, the pangolin a series of
Ebingle-lik- e scales, the aard vark, na-

tive to the Transvaal, a piglike skin,
Ecantily covered with hair, and, last-

ly, the" ant eater, with a bashy tail
a'nd the body plentifully covered
with hair.

The ant eater is in manv ways un- -

like other animals. The most strik
ing dissimilarity is in its mouth,
which does not open and shut with
an up and down movement of the
lower jaw, as that of all other quad-

rupeds, but it is a mere aperture,
opening only enough to admit of
the passage of the foot long, whip-

like tongue.
In captivity the ant cater is fed

on bread and milk. In its native
haunts, the forests of South Amer-

ica, it feed- - exclusively on termites,
or, as they are commonly called,
white ants. These termites abound
in the wilds of tropical America, and
the ant enter tears open with its
sharp fore claws their conical mud
nests and with its slender tongue
licks up the inmates out of every
nook and crevice.

The ant eater has a queer way of
walking. It is the manner in which
it uses its fore limbs. The daws of
its fore limbs are so constructed
that they are incapable of sustain-
ing the weight of t ho body, but an
turned backward, compelling the
animal to stand and walk on the
outer surface of the wrists. When
it ambles around, awkwardly, as it
appears, it seems to be using two
amputated fore limb?.

Dkak Siu : In connection with
my residence in the Panhandle of
Texas, I would like to give the
following :

Seven years ago last January I

moved from northern Missouri
to Kandall county, Texas, which
is known as the central Panhan-
dle, and one of the best counties
of the Plains, for it is the only
one in the Panhandle having two
streams of running water
through it, with an abundance of
fish in them.

Subsequently I have made sev-

en crops here, having never made
a failure in the seven years. I

have raised com, kaffir corn,
maize, wheat, oats, barley, sor-

ghum and millet, and they have
all yielded bountifully under
proper cultivation, my wheat
having yielded as high as thirty-on- e

bushels per acre, aiu). oats
as high as fifty-seve- n bushels per
acre.

I find that the soil responds to
proper cultivation, more readily
than any country I ever farmed
in : in fact it is the best country
I ever lived in. Taking into con-

sideration the fertility of the
soil, the inexhaustible supply of
pure water at no great depth,
the good roads, the pleasant cli- -

Kfforts are now being made and
arrangements to that effect are
under way, for the establish-
ment of an automobile route with
daily service, from Canyon City
to Wayside, in Armstrong coun-

ty, going by the way of Ceta.
The mail at present is sent to

these two postoffiees from Hap-

py and the new arrangement, if
consummated, would give these
people in that part of the coun-

try much better mail service as
well as have adequate means of
connections with the main lino of
railroad at this pjjieo. A moot-

ing of tin people lit Wayside has
been held and quite a number
have agreed to take stock in the

nterpri.se, enough, in fact, to
guarantee the establishment of
the line if the postal authorities
will consent to the change of
mail route.
